Resignation Wo n’t 
End Kno ck ’s Service 


J udge Win G. Knoch, who re­ 
signed Wednesday from the U.S. 
Court of Appeals, expects to 
retire to Knoch Knolls, his farm 
near Naperville in South Du­ 
Page County . 
His retirement will not end 
his 37 y ears of judicial service. 
He has asked Pres. Ly ndon 
J ohnson to appoint him a “ sen­ 
ior judge,” a title which per­ 
mits him to volunteers his serv­ 
ices when he wishes. 
J udge Knoch began his ca­ 
reer in DuPage County , where 
he first s^*ved in the state’s 
attorney ’s office. 


HE WAS ELECTED DuPage 
County judge for three terms, 
and then spent 18 y ears as a 
Circuit Court judge. 
He was appointed to the Fed­ 
eral District Court in 1953 by 
then President Dwight Eisen­ 
hower on recommendation of 
Sen. Everett M. Dirksen. 
Five y ears later he went to 
the Court of Appeals for Illi­ 
nois, Indiana and Wisconsin. 
J udge Knoch, now 72, is the 
fourth generation of his family 
to live in or near Naperville, 
where his children and grand­ 
children also have remained.

In cases where large portions 
of the population become ill or 
die of air pollution, the reason 
is an “astronomic phenomenon” 
k nown as temperature inver­ 
sion, according to Redmond. 
“ORDINARILY, 
warm 
air 
rises from the earth into the 
colder regions above, carrying 
man’s pollutants with it. 
“Occasionally, 
a 
layer 
of 
warm air forms above the cool­ 
er air above the ground. The 
inversion acts as a lid prevent­ 
ing the pollutants at lower al­ 
titudes from rising and dispers- 
ing.’^ 
Such an inversion occurred in 
Chicago 44 times in 1967. 
The cost of air pollution in 
the form of destruction of crops 
and animals and in sick ness is 
in excess of $11 billion.

itary sewers, Redmond said. 
The water would be retained 
until the flood subsides. 
It is this suggestion that is 
currently the subject of con­ 
tention between the general su­ 
perintendent of the sanitary dis­ 
trict, Vinton Bacon, and some 
of the trustees. 


“THE COST OF this alterna­ 
tive would be tremendous, but 
it would have the advantage of 
not disrupting traffic and ne­ 
cessitating r i p p i n g up of 
streets,'* Redmond added. 
Redmond was just as out­ 
spoken on the subject of air 
pollution: 
“ When we think of air pol­ 
lution, most of us visualize tow­ 
ering stacks with black smoke 
billowing forth and consider this 
to be the sole sources of air 
pollution. 
“Such is not the case. 
“THIS BLACK smoke which 
we see is the most obvious 
component of polluted air, for it 
consists of tiny pieces of car- j 
bon, ash, oil, grease and other 
solids.’* 
* 


But, he said, a full 90 per 
cent of air pollution is invisible: 
deadly gases. 
He named space heaters, pow­ 
er plants, industry'. refuse dis­ 
posal and motor vehicles as the 
most common sources of deadly 
gases, listing motor vehicles as 
contributing nearly half of all 
pollutants in the air. 
In cases where large portions 
of the population become ill or 
die of air pollution, the reason 
is an “astronomic phenomenon” 
known as temperature inver­ 
sion, according to Redmond. 
“ORDINARILY, 
warm 
air 
rises from the earth into the 
colder regions above, carrying 
man’s pollutants with it. 
“Occasionally, 
a 
layer 
of 
warm air forms above the cool­ 
er air above the ground. The 
inversion acts as a lid prevent­ 
ing the pollutants at lower al­ 
titudes from rising and dispers­ 
ing.” 
Such an inversion occurred in 
Chicago 44 times in 1967. 
The cost of air pollution in 
the form of destruction of crops 
and animals and in sickness is 
in excess of $11 billion.

How Honest Is TV News?

Is television attempting to 
manipulate its news coverage? 
It might be said that the fol­ 
lowing reports are merely iso­ 
lated, insignificant events. Per­ 
haps. It might also be noted, 
that how else do msst trends 
develop except througn sup­ 
posed isolated, insignificant in­ 
cidents. 
In any event, it would seem 
a fair statement that the dollar 
sweepstakes in the TV ratings 
race, could make the temptation 
to upstage a TV competitor 
pretty great. 
Recently a West Coast TV 
station arranged to have a de­ 
bate staged for their cameras 
between the hawks and doves 
at a nearby college campus. 
Upon the arrival of the TV 
crew, the students noted one of 
the newsmen bring out some 
picket placards already made 
up. Some were made up for the 
hawks, others for the doves. 
Weli, the TV crew got a reac­ 
tion all right, but it wasn’t ex­ 
actly what they had had in 
mind. 
ON ANOTHER recent occa­ 
sion, a TV network cameraman 
got some guitar carry ing hippie 


spectators 
from 
across 
the 
street to come over and block 
the entrance of the President 
as he was to enter a private 
club for a dinner dance in honor 
of his daughter. 
Mrs. Johnson recently spoke 
at an Eastern college. A TV 
network 
cameraman, 
carried 
away in his zeal, grouped some 
anti administration pickets for 
a good camera angle. It seemed 
the pickets had previously had 
the bad taste of being disorgan­ 
ized. He requested Mrs. John­ 
son to pose in front of the 
pickets. She declined. 
Others have questioned the 
intent of both individual TV 
stations and the networks re­ 
garding their coverage of the 
hippie movement, the use of 
marijuana, LSD and the like. 
The question was not if the sub­ 


ject should have been covered, 
but rather, was the subject 
being excessively covered. 
A Columbia University Pro­ 
fessor recently wrote a book en­ 
titled, 'Electronic Journalism ” 
It was reviewed as being fac­ 
tually correct but bland. For a 
book with this kind of review, 
it had at least one interesting 
chapter title.

By now mach of the garden­ 
ing in the annual and perennial 
gardens is completed. Gerani­ 
ums are stored and the tender 
or non-winter hardy bulbs are 
dug and stored for winter. 
But to insure winter survival 
of these valuable bulbs it may 
be well to check the storage 
conditions of them now before 
they start their long winter 
sleep. 
First of all gladiolus bulbs 
which are really corms need an 
initial heat curing process to get 
them ready for winter. Advance 
horticulturists have learned that 
for best results the corms should 
be stored in a warm spot at a 
temperature of 80 to 85 de­ 
grees for three weeks 
Then 
clean and grade them accord­ 
ing to size and variety. The lit­ 
tle pea sized cormels can be 
stored in open bottles. 
NEXT COMES a treatment 
for insects and disease. After 
the grading dust the corms very 
lightly with five per cent DDT. 
This controls thrips Molds and 
fungi are controlled by dusting 
with Arasan. 
Following 
the 
dusting store the corms for a 
few more days at 80 to 85 de­ 
grees. Then place the corms in 
cold storage for the rest of the 
winter. A temperature of about 
35 to 40 degrees is about right. 
Just remember the warning on 
the mayonnaise jar and 
your 
gladioli corms will store well. 
“Keep cool but do not freeze .** 


Another tender rooted plant is 
the Canna 
Considering 
that 
they are tropical in origin it s 
amazing that they can be grown 
and stored in the Chicago area 
as easily as they are. 
The trick here is to dig the 
plants with as much soil on the 
thick fleshy roots as possible. 
Cut off the tops but leave 
a 
three or four inch handle 
by 
which they can be handled 
Storage temperature for cannas 
is a bit warmer than gladioli. 
lf you keep them at about 45 
to 50 degrees they’ll store best. 
Dahlias should be well into the 
storage cycle by now as they 
are one of the tenderest of gar­ 
den flowers They are killed and 
blacken completely at the first 
hint of frost. When storing dahl­ 
ias you should cut the stems 
four inches above the soil line. 
Unlike cannas which retain soil 
around the fleshy roots dahlias 
should have most of the soil re­ 
moved. Then prevent drying or 
shriveling of the tubers by stor­ 
ing them in peat moss, sand 
vermiculite or sawdust. T h e 
storage temperature should be 
between 35 to 50 degrees. 
While it s not possible in the 
home to precisely regulate the 
storage temperature for every 
plant, you can use these tem­ 
peratures as a guide. Then 
place your plant roots in the 
cool or warm section of your 
basement accordingly

Lu ncheon with Ethel Hu lbert Renwick is a delightfu l occa­ 
sion if y ou hav e an interest in food. Mrs. Renwick is a world 
trav eler and in the process has collected ou tstanding recipes 
from ev ery cou ntry she has v isited. 
All of these are brou ght together in “A World of Good 
Cooking,” in which Mrs. Renwick prov es y ou can fit fiv e 
continents into ar American kitchen. 
Hav ing been on the lookou t for a meat loaf recipe prov iding 
a final produ ct which is moist and tasty , I was attracted to this 
Au strian method of preparation which I u rge y ou to try . 
MIX TOGETHER 1 pou nd grou nd beef and 1 pou nd grou nd 
pork (or ask y ou r bu tcher to grind together). Soak 3 slices of 
bread in water, then squ eeze dry . 
Add to the meat the soaked bread, 1 egg lightly beaten, 
1 mediu m onion chopped, 1 tablespoon chopped parsley , 1 tea­ 
spoon salt, 
Va teaspoon freshly grou nd black pepper, Vi teaspoon 
marjoram. 
Shape the meat mix tu re into a loaf and place into a bu ttered 
baking pan. Pou r ov er the loaf 1 cu p of beef stock or u ndilu ted 
canned beef consomme. Bake u ncov ered in a 35 0-degree ov en 
for 1 hou r, basting at least ev ery 15 minu tes. 
AFTER 45 MINUTES of the baking time, add 1 cu p of sou r 
cream to the pan ju ices. Serv e on a hot platter, pou ring ov er 
the sou r cream and ju ices or serv e the latter separately in a 
grav y boat. 
TTiis recipe also can be u sed for meat balls. Preparation of 
the meat and the seasonings is the same. Instead of making a 
loaf, form into meat balls of the desired size and dredge in flou r. 
Melt bu tter in a skillet and brown the meatballs gently . 
Add the sou r cream and simmer gently . 
If u sed as hors 
d’oeu v res, place the browned meat balls in a chafing dish, pou r 
ov er the sou r cream, then allow to simmer u ntil serv ed. 
. 


FOR THOSE WHO COMPLAIN there’s nev er any thing dif­ 
ferent for breakfast, here’s a recipe I recommend. 
Bu tter the sides and bottom of a mu ffin pan. Line each 
side of cu p with bacon strip. Break an egg into each cu p and 
place in a pre-heated 325 -degree ov en. Bake for 20 minu tes. 
This is a delightfu l v ariation for y ou r morning bacon and 
eggs.

Luncheon with Ethel Hulbert Renwick is a delightful occa­ 
sion if you have an interest in food. Mrs. Renwick is a world 
traveler and in the process has collected outstanding recipes 
from every country she has visited. 
All of these are brought together in “A W'orld of Good 
Cooking,” in which Mrs. Renwick proves you can fit five 
continents into ar American kitchen. 
Having been on the lookout for a meat loaf recipe providing 
a final product which is moist and tasty, I was attracted to this 
Austrian method of preparation which I urge you to try. 
MIX TOGETHER I pound ground beef and I pound ground 
pork (or ask your butcher to grind together). Soak 3 slices of 
bread in water, then squeeze dry. 
Add to the meat the soaked bread. I egg lightly beaten. 
I medium onion chopped, I tablespoon chopped parsley. I tea­ 
spoon salt. V4 teaspoon freshly ground black pepper, hi teaspoon 
marjoram. 
Shape the meat mixture into a loaf and place into a buttered 
baking pan. Pour over the loaf I cup of beef stock or undiluted 
canned beef consomme. Bake uncovered in a 350-degree oven 
for I hour, basting at least every' 15 minutes, 
AFTER 45 MINUTES of the baking time, add I cup of sour 
cream to the pan juices. Serve on a hot platter, pouring over 
the sour cream and juices or serve the latter separately in a 
gravy boat. 
This recipe also can be used for meat balls. Preparation of 
the meat and the seasonings is the same. Instead of making a 
loaf, form into meat balls of the desired size and dredge in flour. 
Melt butter in a skillet and brown the meatballs gently. 
Add the sour cream and simmer gently. 
If used as hors 
d’oeuvres, place the browned meat balls in a chafing dish, pour 
over the sour cream, then allow to simmer until served. 


FOR THOSE WHO COMPLAIN there s never anything dif­ 
ferent for breakfast, here’s a recipe I recommend. 
Butter the sides and bottom of a muffin pan. Line each 
side of cup with bacon strip. Break an egg into each cup and 
place in a pre-heated 325-degree oven. Bake for 20 minutes. 
This is a delightful variation for your morning bacon and 
eggs.
